Soil, Planting and Care of Native Plants. 


|The Azaleas, Rhododendrons, and most other plants hereinnamed are hardy gener- 

ally throughout the United States, even in the North and Northwest, all of our stock 
having stood without injury 20 degrees below zero, and, with proper care in preparation 
of soil and in planting, may be grown successfully. They thrive best in rich, peaty soils 
and partially shaded situations. A good soil can be made by excavating 2 to 3 feet 
of the surface, and filling with equal parts of good leaf-mold or other decayed vege- 
table matter and surface loam, with one-tenth or more of sharp sand. Swamp muck or 
field sod may be used. Mulching (spent tan, moss, leaves, hay, etc.,) is always useful, 
and is necessary where the ground is very dry. Lime, in large quantities, in any 
form, is fatal to Rhododendrons, Azaleas and ericaceous plants in general. As a rule, 
give the plants a deep soil, with plenty of well-decayed vegetable food and good drainage, 
and the results will be satisfactory.
